of improvement districts the Crown 
will not take ownership of lands de- 
faulting under tax recovery preceedings 
for 1922 until the first. of December, 
The suggestion is also being made to 
municipal secretaries that they may 
quite properly adopt a similar-course 
in respect to Jands due to pass into 
possession of. the municipalities, 

Mr. Reid poifits out that The Tax 
Recovery Act ‘provides that title to 
such lands shall be taken “after the 
expiry of the redemption ‘period,’ but 
there is no stipulation as to how soon 
this shall be done. In view of the pre-
